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Community Service Delays 
Decision On Teen Workers 


Members of the Elk Grove Village 


Community Service board postponed a 
decision on a plan to hire teen-agers as 
"outreach workers" Thursday night until 
they could get more information about 
the program. 


The proposed program would provide 


$1.50 an hour for three teens who would 
work with youths in areas where they 
congregate and refer those with prob- 
lems to Community Service counselors. 


Four teens have been working for sev- 


eral month* as volunteers and have re- 
ferred two runaways and provided ser- 
vice to Alexian Brothers Medical Center 
in a drug overdose case, executive direc- 
tor Jordan Rosen told the board. "So far 
our experience has been good," he said. 


Rosen asked that the board agree to 


pay the teen* for 10 hours of work a 
week for a two-month trial period and to 
make plans to continue the program in 
the 1972-73 budget if the trial is success- 
ful. 


BOARD MEMBERS, however, ques- 


tioned how many hours the teens would 
be working, whether they would all be 
high school graduates and how they 
would be supervised. 


"I can visualize paying kids $1,50 an 


hour to hang around somewhere they 
would have hung around anyway," Quen- 
tin Goodrich, board chairman, said. 


Other board members agreed they 


wanted a program that would reach vil- 
lage youth and attract them to the Com- 
munity Service program, but feared ad- 
verse reaction from village residents if 
the program was not planned properly. 


In addition, Goodrich said he wanted to 


know more about the program so it could 
be fully explained to the village board of 
trustees why funds should be allocated in 
the budget. "We have made some mis- 
takes in the past by being overly naive 
about programs, so now we may be over- 
ly sensitive, but we must know enough 
about the program to go before the vil- 


lage board and explain it," he said. 


Rosen explained the teens, who are be- 


tween 18 and 20 years old, are being 
trained in "outreach" 
street work. 


"Street work is an accepted thing," 
Rosen said. "The idea of the traditional 
agency with counselors sitting in their of- 
fice waiting for people to come to them 
is pretty much passe." 


THE BOARD VOTED 4-3 to postpone 


consideration of the program until Rosen 
could present a more detailed ex- 
planation at the meeting next month. 
Board members Mort Greenburg, Robert 
Lindahl and the Rev. Maynard Beal 
voted against postponing approval. 


Lindahl, a member of the board's 


youth committee, said he was afraid the 
teens working in the program will be- 
come discouraged because the board did 
not approve the plan. "If we lose two or 
three kids while we are worried about 
our reputation, I don't think it's worth 
it," he said. 


Recreation For Handicapped Coming 


A plan to establish a recreation pro- 


gram for local handicapped children will 
become a reality much sooner than ex- 
pected as a result of an anonymous 
$1,200 donation to the Schaumburg Park 
District. 


The money was received less than 24 


hours after the Herald published an ar- 
ticle detailing the proposal for a year- 
round recreation program and telling the 
need for money to finance the effort. The 
park district board okayed the ex- 


penditure for equipment Thursday eve- 
ning. 


Paul Derda, park district director, said 


he received a number of calls after the 
article appeared with offers of assis- 
tance. He said the Lancer Park Home- 
owners Association had also offered a 
monetary contribution to the program. 


Derda credited the Herald article with 


sparking community interest in the park 
district's efforts.

When Derda initially outlined the pro- 


gram, which is aimed at about 85 area 
children who are classified as educable 
mentally handicapped (EMH) he said 
funding was a major hangup. 


He said the park district planned to 


approach various community groups for 
funds. He also explained that govern- 
ment funding for such a program would 
be very limited. 


Derda emphasized the lack of super- 


vised recreational programs in the area 
for the EMH youngsters. 


"While their brothers or sisters may 


have a scouting or athletic program, 
these young people do not have any- 
thing," Derda stated. - 


THE DONATION will now enable the 


park district to go ahead with the pro- 
gram which will be aimed at developing 
the motor skills of the EMH children. 


The equipment, which will be located 


in the new Meineke Community Center 
on Weathersfield. Way, will also be used 
by the park district tot lot program, ac- 
cording to Derda. 


The director explained the park dis- 


trict has reviewed its plans with the 
school district and asked for assistance 
in planning the program.

Women Study 
Braille-To 
Be Teachers

Every Thursday morning 11 women as- 


semble at the Lutheran Church of the 
Holy Spirit in Elk Grove Village to con- 
tinue their study of Braille, the written 
language of the blind. 


But unlike most of their fellow Braille 


students around the world, the women 
are able to use their eyes instead of their 
fingers for the study. 


The reason, obviously, is that the wom- 


en are not blind, but are members of 
Lutheran Braille Workers Inc., a non- 
profit organization studying Braille in or- 
der to be able to translate written mate- 
rial into a form which blind persons can 
use. The nationwide organization, which 
is primarily involved in translating reli- 
gious materials into Braille, translated 
about 10,000 books for use by the blind 
last year. 


THE ORGANIZATION'S membership 


has grown from five volunteers in 1944 to 
about 2,000 presently. But when the Elk 
Grove Village group began meeting last 
July, it became the first group to meet 
regularly for such a purpose. Following 
its example, a second group in New Jer- 
sey has recently formed. 


"We all just decided we'd stick to it 


more if we got together," explained Mrs. 
George Specs, one of the organizers of 
the local group. "I thinnk that it gave us 
enthusiasm more than anything." 


The women, who are studying Braille 


through a correspondence course, admit 
that mastering the subject is far from 
easy! The 11 are at various stages in an 
18-lesson course, which, when completed, 
will qualify them for translating mate- 
rials into Braille. 


But the subject is demanding on the 


women, as it takes about a month of 
steady work to complete each lesson. 
When they complete a lesson they are 
tested by mail on what they've learned. 
After seven months of study most of the 
women are about one-third of the way 
through the course. 


"IT'S 
VERY DIFFICULT teaming 


Braille," Mrs. Spees said. "It's a lot like 
learning a foreign language." 


Most of the women spend some time 


every day studying Braille, but many, 
like Mrs. Spees, admitted they slacked 
off during the Christmas holidays and 
forgot much of what they had learned. 


But even with conscientious work, the 


women say the study of Braille requires 
a lot of hard work. 


"It's really very difficult," Mrs. Spees 


repeated. "And, of course, we have our 
eyes."

At the expense of long hours of their 


own time, members of the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Board of Trustees are trying to 
mnke sure that village residents get the 
most out of their tax dollar. 


The bonrd has been examining — at 


great lengths, usually — village depart- 
ments' budget requests for the 1972-73 
fiscal year, which begins May 1. The 
board faces a major problem In resolv- 
ing a $1,144.171 difference between ex- 
pected revenue and budget requests for 
the year. 


The board's present method of study- 


ing the budget seems like a good method 
for providing what the board wants — 
the best village services at the least cost. 


To provide this, board members have 


pledged to examine each item in the 
thick volume of requests prepared by Fi- 
nance Director George Coney. After 
completing this task — which is essen- 
tially a fact-finding mission — the board 
will determine whether the funds 
re- 


quested are necessary enough to justify 
the search for additional revenue. 


BOARD MEMBERS have been meet- 


ing with village department heads to fend 
out just where the requested funds would 


go, if approved. Department heads have 
defended their requests during the ses- 
sions, but the board has refrained from 
making any decision on what is approved 
',' 


until it hns seen the whole budget. 
' 


Although it will take a considerable 
!. 


amount of time (the last two such ses- 
sions have lasted until 1 a.m.), such a 
procedure seems like a good one for giv- 
ing the board a sound basis for making a 
decision which, when made, will un- 
doubtedly not be popular with everyone, 


If the board decides to institute addi- 


tional revenue producing measures (such 
as a utility tax), it will undoubtedly hear 
the inevitable complaints from citizens. 


If, on the other hand, the board cuts 


back requests to meet expected reve- 
nues, village department heads and other 
employes will not be happy. 


Although the board will probably cut 


some of the requests, it is noteworthy 
that at least the cuts will be made only 
after the entire village's requests have 
been examined. 


By looking at the whole picture before 


making any decision, the board is doing 
the village a major service in striving to 
make sure that each budgeted dollar is 
spent where it is needed most.

Teachers Group Blasts Memo Ban 


A new teachers union- playing a game 


of tug-of-war with the'.teachers associ- 
ation now recognized in School Dist. 54 
has cried "foul" at the school board deci- 
sion to keep union newsletters out of 
teachers' mailboxes. 


The Schaumburg Federation of Teach- 


ers, an affiliate of the Illinois Federation 
of Teachers and AFT-CIO, is attempting 
to recruit enough members from the dis- 
trict's 669 teachers to win recognition 
from the board. At present they number 
approximately 50. 


At present the' Schaumburg Education 


Association, with a membership of 424 
represents the teachers. 


At the second organizational meeting 


of SFT members Thursday, the group de- 
cided to challenge what they termed 
"censorship" of SFT information. 


"THE SCHOOLS don't belong to the 


board or the teachers but to the citizens 
of the community," insisted union offi- 
cials from the Illinois Federation of 
Teachers, who offered the local group 
help and manpower. 


Sanford Greenberg, SFT president, 


complained that the board policy is dir- 
ectly discriminatory to his group but 
allows groups such as the park districts, 
PTAs and others to use the mailboxes. 


SFT is going to complain by mail, but 


this letter will go in the mailboxes of the 
state and county school superintendents, 
said Greenberg. 


IN OTHER action, the group of teach- 


ers, numbering about a dozen, agreed to 
request retroactive pay for the months of 
the presidential freeze. 


They also adopted a $50 a year dues 


fee for SFT members.

He was carrying a 
white pistol close to his side and de- 
manded "all the bills" from the cash 
register, Mrs, Pergel said, 


The man had brown hair, was. about 


six-feet tall and weighted 200 to 250 
• pounds, After taking the cash, the robber 
told Mm. Pergel to give him five min- 
utes before doing anything, she said. Me 
was last seen walking north on Main 
Street, according to police.

"Nothing like this has happened to me 


before," Mrs. Pergel said. "I was so 
frightened, I waited until I was sure he 
was gone before calling the police, I 
wanted to make sure he wouldn't come 
back." 


A» soon as a customer entered the 


store, Mrs. Pergel aaid she called the 


police. She said he was "so neatly 
dressed" (with shirt and tie) that she 
never would have expected he was a rob- 
ber. But then the gun was there, "like it 
came from his sleeve." She said he was 
nervous and "real white in the face, like 
these walls."

at Holiday Laundry and Dry Cleaners, 
412 W. Northwest Hwy., Mount Prospect. 
The thief in that instance got $45. The 
description of the thief was also similar, 
police said.

4. One-hundred dollars in cash was taken

judgment la applied universally. 


Stressing that "every individual is 


unique," Father Dwyer said that educa- 
tion should be geared to the individual 
child and the development of each stu- 
dent's potential. He said he favored a 
grading system which would show how 
the student is doing in relation to his own 
potential and which would not compare 
him to others in the class. 


HE EXPLAINED that many colleges 


will accept a Pass-No Credit rating today 
if a written report, composed by a team 
of teachers, is included with the student's 
record. For the college* which do not ac- 
cept the Pass-No Credit system, high 
school personnel would have to interpret 
a pupil's progress into the traditional A, 
B and C ratings. 


He emphasized that the road to more 


individualized instruction is not an easy 
one. "Teachers must give a tremendous 
amount of guidance — much more than 
in a traditional system — and students 
must learn to exercise individual dis- 
cipline." He noted that teachers must re- 
ceive intensive in-service training to un- 
derstand and adapt to the new education- 
al methods. 


Father Dwyer also told parents that 


the Arlington Heights school would keep 
parents informed of changes which take 
place HI the future and that two-way 
communication about the child and his 
development is vital to the success of the 
program. He suggested that parents and 
other family members could also benefit 
from educational changes. "The family 
unit is in great difficulty today through- 


out the nation. If we can make schools 
into exciting Christian communities, then 
perhaps, through the student, we can 
also help the family unit as a team." 


Father Dwyer, who u working with the 


State of North Carolina in .an effort to 
remodel the educational system, admit- 
ted that public schools are ahead of their 
parochial counterparts in many areas. 
But he complimented the Clerics of St. 
Viator for their current efforts and plans 
for the future.

Democrat, has found himself in the 
quaint position of being chairman of a 
legislative commission which he dares 
not convene 


McPartlin was maneuvered into the 


potentially powerful position by Rep. 
Gerald W Sliea of Riverside, assistant 
Democratic minonty leader of the Illi- 
nois House of Representatives, in a rump 
session at which neither the commis- 
sion's creator nor eight of its membeis 
from the "public" sector were present. 


Now, McPartlin has apparently con- 


cluded that if he calls a meeting of the 
commission — established to study ways 
of improving health care for millions of 
Illinois residents — he is going to be 
tossed out as chairman by those mem- 
bers who don't cotton to the manner in 
which he took It over. 


Evidence of this was seen last week 


when McPartlin canceled, with scant no- 
tice, the first full meeting of the commis- 
sion membership. 


THE SCENARIO OF events leading to 


McPar"ln's dilemma - if it did not con- 
cern a matter of some concern«— could 
be comic. 


The body in question is the Health 


Care Licensure Commission. It was for- 
mulated by Rep. Harold A. Katz of 
Glencoe. also a Democrat but one of a 
nature rather independent from party 
dictates 


Katz Is recognized by his legislative 


colleagues as an authority on health care 
problems, and as creator of the commis- 
sion would traditionally have wound up 
as its chairman. 


Originally, however, Katz was not even 


appointed to one of the six seats doled 
out in the House of Representatives by 
Shea and other members of the party 
leadership 
, 


According to Katz, this is how events 


proceeded1 


He submitted legislation on March 10, 


1971, to establish the commission to 
study "the status and problems of licens- 
ure and regulation as it affects the 
health care delivery in Illinois and rec- 
ommend solutions to the General Assem- 
bly by March 1,1973." 


KATZ SAYS HIS bill originally asked 


an appropriation of $50,000 It was 
amended upward to $100,000 


The bill was approved last September 


and by long-established and seldom-vio- 
lated tradition, Katz would normally 
have been appointed to it and sub- 
sequently elected chairman 


He was, however, not on the list. This 


extraordinary oversight, Shea assured 
him repeatedly, was simply an oversight 
and would be corrected. 


It had not been corrected by the time 


McPartlin, an electrician, called the six 
House and six Senate representatives 
into session on Dec 6 and got himself 
elected temporary chairman. 


Nor had it been corrected when 


McPartlin called the second meeting 
Dec. 21 — without bothering to notify the 
eight public health authorities appointed 
to the commission by Gov. Richard B 
Ogilvie. 


AT THAT MEETING, McPartlin was 


installed as petmanent chairman and the 
group — which failed to constitute a quo- 
rum — voted to authorize $465 per month 
for rental of a Chicago office and to hire 
an executive director, an attorney and a 
research assistant 


McPartlin promptby hired Mrs Lo- 


letta Purcell, a lobbyist for dental hy- 
gemsts, as executive director whose sala- 
ry does not appear in minutes of the 
meeting. No attorney or research assist- 
ant has yet been named 


Following the Dec. 21 meeting, Katz 


was finally appointed to the commission 


The commission has not met since 


Katz' appointment although McPartlin 
some weeks ago called a meeting for last 
Wednesday. 


As late as Tuesday, perhaps, word got 


through to McPartlin that the prime or- 
der of business at the Wednesday meet- 
ing, whether the agenda showed it or not, 
would be his removal as chairman 


THERE WERE REPORTS of Tuesday 


night phone calls to various legislative 
members of the commission seeking sup- 
port for the chairman 


Late Wednesday morning, more phone 


calls began to inform members that the 2 
pm meeting was canceled Katz was 


notified around noon by Mrs. Purcell, 
who told him she had "no idea" of the 
reason for scrubbing the meeting 


Nof all the members were reached in 


time One of the public members, Jean 
Allen, director of nursing at Malcolm X 
Junior College, reportedly excused her- 
self from a meeting with federal officials 
to be on hand for the first working ses- 
sion of the commission It was further 
reported that she was not amused. 


The gueiis who had been invited to ad- 


dtess the Commission probably were no 
less displeased when they were politely 
uninvited. They were William H Robin' 
son, director of the Illinois Department 
of Registration and Education, Dr. Ken- 
neth Schnepp, chairman of the Illinois 
State Board of Medical Examiners, and 
Don C. Frey, chairman of the Inter- 
agency Task Force on Health Manpower 


THERE HAS BEEN to date no reason 


given by McParthn for cancellation of 
the meeting and no further date has been 
set 


So, McPartlin remains as chairman of 


the commission, so long as he sees that it 
does not function 


As long as it does not meet, there will 


be progress against the problems which 
it was created to solve 


These involve the dangers of profes-

For New Law 


The Illinois General Assembly is 


probably one of the most criticized 
fend maligned public bodies ever to 
feed in the taxpayer's trough. 
; Lambasted from dawn to dusk 
py every newspaper editorial, ev- 
ery do-good government associ- 
ation and every expert on law and 
public accountability, the General 
Assembly is the target of a ca- 
cophony of harping critics. 
| But those days may be over. In a 
brilliant, far reaching law passed 
Just this year, members of the Illi- 
nois House and Senate have sur- 
passed themselves in stretching 
the boundaries of technology and 
| h e science of law enforce- 
ment. 
; A m i d controversy, the two 
louses of the Assembly this year 
passed the first Illinois implied 
consent law, a matter of legislation 
originally intended to get drunks 
off the highways and to yank their 
licenses if caught. 
| Apparently the lawmakers saw a 
vision beyond the simple matter of 
giving help to policemen and no so- 
lace to drunks. 


I Instead of passing a law police- 
men can enforce with alacrity, the 
legislators have devised a law so 
complex that the arts of engineer- 
ing and police science are unable 
jo cope with its conundrums. 


J In response to the provisions of 
(he law, for example, the 600 mem- 
ber Illinois Association of Police 
fchiefs has passed a resolution say- 
ing the police cannot enforce the 
implied consent rule. 


; They say the type of breath 
analyzer machine described in the 
new law does not exist in any 
number in any part of the country 


and that new machines, if built, 
could cost as much as $3,000- 
apiece, compared 
to the $750 


breath machine now in use. 


Another provision of the law also 


allows persons accused of driving 
under the influence to demand to 
be tested by any other doctor or 
drunkometer machine independent 
of the police findings. 


Obviously, this provision is well 


within the intent of the law. If a 
man is found drunk behind the 
wheel on Northwest Highway and 
demands to be tested in Spring- 
field, he will be sober by the time 
the police drive Mm there, and 
therefore no longer a menace on 
the road. 


Critics of the hew law are also 


concerned that they will be hard 
put to train policemen in the use of 
the new machines by July 1. 


Since the machines have not 


even been built yet, police officials 
are concerned that no police de- 
partment in the state can possibly 
be ready in time. 


To these shortsighted men, we 


can only point to the state legisla- 
ture itself for an answer. 


The Illinois General Assembly is 


a body which regularly accom- 
plishes the impossible. It takes dol- 
lar bills and gives them butterfly 
wings; it improvises laws which 
cause sober judges to roll in the 
aisles with laughter; it makes time 
stand still while it deliberates, or 
makes tune hasten through a five 
day work week in just three days. 


After conquering the weight of 


the dollar, the rules of law and the 
phenomenon of time, what chal- 
lenge is a little implied consent 
law?

no way to move people long distances on 
the ground but by trains. 


In the East, where cities were closer

January 20th was a direct and accurate 
assessment of the value of that organiza- 
tion and that kind of service to this coun- 
try and the world.. The Peace Corps has 
been one of the nation's brightest ex- 
periments in peaceful social change and, 
as you put it, "it is no time for a re- 
quiem." 


Let me bring you up to date on the 


developments in. Congress over the 
Peace Corps budget. Congress authorized 
$77.2 million for the Peace Corps. Un- 
fortunately, the House of Representatives 
— despite our best efforts — decided to 
grant only $68 million of that author- 
ization. All of this happened before 


Christmas, and now the matter rests 
with the Senate and a House-Senate Con- 
ference Committee. The Senate Appro- 
priations Committee has voted to appro- 
priate the full amount — $77.2 million — 
and the full Senate is expected to go 
along with their recommendation. That 
full amount, by the way, would enable 
the Peace Corps to avoid some of the 
drastic cuts mentioned in your editorial. 


The difference between the two appro- 


priations — $68 million by the House and 
$77.2 by Senate — must be worke'd out in 
a conference committee, and that is 
where efforts should be directed to make 
sure the Peace Corps gets the full $77.2 
million authorization.

NEW YORK (UP!) - Liquidation pro- 


ceedings against S. J. Salmon & Co., a 
big over-the-counter (OTC) underwriting 
firm, are causing shock ripples in Wall 
Street's best new issue market in several 
years. 


So far the ripples ore tiny. 


The court moved to liquidate Salmon 


on application of the Securities Investor 
Protection Corp. and the Securities and 
Exchange Commission (SEC). Shares of 
several companies sponsored by Salmon, 
which had soared above the original is- 
suing prices, took a nose dive when it 
was learned their liquidity and that of 
salmon were being investigated. 


Both the SEC and the National Associ- 


ation of Securities Dealers are seeking to 
determine how serious the shock waves 
may become. 


THE CONVICTION that 1972 is becom- 


ing a big year for new issues was ex- 
pressed by various Wall Streeters and 
backed up by figures. The OTC Market 
Edition of Commercial Je Financial Chro- 
nicle has shown the weekly average of 
new issues on the OTC and American 
Stock Exchange riding to 15 to 20. as 
against five to seven a year ago. That's 
still far off the pace set in the 1950s and 
early 1960s that caused the SEC and Wall 
Street leaders to warn the public against 
buying stocks of new companies that

300 comparatively recent new issues 
each week. These performarices are 
nothing like those of the wild days of 1959 
and 1960 yet some are noteworthy. Pro- 
grammed Proprietary Systems, a com- 
puterized income tax return firm, came 
out in 1969 at $5, soared to $78, then was 
split three-for-one and fell rapidly in the 
recession. It's now selling for $6 to $7, 
which, considering the split, still is three 
to four times the issue price. 


Edwards & Hanly brought out Waxman 


Industries at $6 and saw it climb to $25 
by year end. Bally Manufacturing came 
out at $26.50 and rose to $52 in the first 
month. Security Plastics came last July 
at $7.75 and was selling at $15 by year 
end. 


However, new issues are not a sure 


thing as many little investors assumed in 
the early 1960s. Of 165 comparatively re- 
cent new issues quoted on the OTC in one 
recent week only 73 were selling above 
the original issue price and in many in- 
stances the increase was quite modest. 


Banking Is on the brink of a revolution 


as the cashless, checkless society merg- 
es. 


That's the opinion of David Shaw, 


president of the Woodfleld Bank in 
Schaumburg. "We are moving .toward 
this cashless society," lie said. "This 
does not necessarily mean we would 
need checks. Consumers could authorize 
banks to transfer money to and from 
their accounts, he said. 


"Everyone could have a number to use 


for credit," Shaw said, noting a Social 
Security number might be used. "This 
would enable you to pass along informa- 
tion and initiate transactions. 


"For example, in an automated system 


customers would give a merchant a cred- 
it number and identification rather than 
a check. The merchant could check 
whether or not you .have sufficient funds 
and then could draw the money imme- 
diately from your account." 


The identification of consumer in a 


cashless society could be done in a hun- 
dred ways according to Shaw. He cited 
magnetically imprinted credit cards as 


, an example. Shaw said some banks al- 


ready have cash dispensing machines for 
the use of their customers. 


Automatic tellers could be used for a 


variety of tasks. In addition to the cash- 
dispensing function these include accept- 
ing deposits, transferring money from 
one account to another and transferring 
money from an account to a loan. 


This 24-hour a day service could prac-

The concept of no-fault insurance is 


fairly simple. If you're injured you don't 
have to go to court to prove that some- 
body else was at fault, so you can collect 
from him — that is, from his insurance 
company. Regardless of whose fault the 
accident was, your insurance company 
takes care of your medical bills and oth- 
er economic losses, in the usual case. 


Under our present go-to-court-to-collect 


system, most accident victims bear a 
good share of the losses they suffer. The 
average injured person, according to a 
definitive federal study, bears 57 per 
cent of the cost of the injuries. The aver- 
age economic loss in permanent disabi- 
ty cases was put at $78,000; the average 
collected is $12,556. 


Many legal authorities, economists and 


insurance executives maintain that no- 
fault insurance is a better way to do it. 
(The American Insurance Association, 
speaking for many of the major auto un- 
derwriters, has been a pioneer suppor- 
ter,) Yet the concept can't seem to make 
it in the state legislatures. It was either 
rejected, 
or 
simply buried, in 30 


states last year. Why? 


THE MOST vocal and most powerful 


opposition to no-fault Insurance has come 
from the American Trial Lawyers Asso- 
ciation. It's understandable. A study by 
the Federal Judicial Center of 220,000 
auto injury cases in one year showed 
that lawyers collected in fees and ex- 
penses $700 million — almost exactly the 
same amount as received by the accident 
victims. It's a billion-dollar-a-year busi- 
ness for personal injury lawyers. 


Massachusetts, the first no-fault state, 


has seen insurance premiums reduced 
42,6 per cent in a year. Fine for the mo- 
torist — but it's been a year of bleak 
depression for lawyers specializing in 
auto injury lawsuits. The current presi- 


dent of the Trial Lawyers' Association 
has said he was elected on a platform of 
opposing no-fault, and that's what he's 
going to do. 


State legislatures are, of course, heavi- 


ly larded with members of the legal pro- 
fession. No-fault insurance was defeated 
in California, primarily by lawyer-legis- 
lators even- though the state bar associ- 
ation felt called upon to go on record pro- 
no-fault. 


WE FORESEE a dim future for no- 


fault insurance at the state-legislature 
level. In two or three states, it's been 
adroitly disposed of by passing bills la- 
beled no-fault, which in fact invite just 
as many lawsuits as before. One top ex- 
pert has predicted these bills will actual- 
ly increase insurance costs. 


The alternative is a uniform, federal 


no-fault plan for all states, as provided 
for in the Magnuson-Hart bill now pend- 


ing in the Senate. Again, there's powerful 
opposition: the considerable weight ex- 
erted by the trial lawyers' lobbying, plus 
an administration position that things 
like this ought to be left to the states to 
work out. (Like workmen's compensation 
laws, perhaps; it took 37 years to get 
them passed in all the states.1) 
' There's likely to be a no-fault bill in 
your state legislature — again — during 
its next session. Will it be genuinely no- 
fault — or does it leave the doors as wide 
open as before to lawsuits and the ad- 
versary system? Find out, and let your 
representative know where you stand. 
Ask your U.S. senator for a copy of the 
Magnuson-Hart bill, and any relevant 
material he can send you. Then let your 
two senators know where you stand. 


Or just do nothing. After all, it's your 


money.

Miracle Of 'Conventionitis'

KaMaa Clly, Mo. — There were many 


food and dedicated people here recently 
for a conference on the commendable 
purpose of ending the Vietnam war — 
some 100 Protestant, Catholic and Jewish 
religious leaders In what was entitled an

(and an estimated $100,000 in convention 
and travel costs) in what largely 
amounted to talking to themselves about 
what they already knew and believed, is 
part of the recurring miracle of "con- 
ventionitis."

uninvited and unregistered demonstra- 
tors.

The ser- 
vice was designed to feature one clergy- 
man blowing a trumpet, while another 
chanted: "0 come, 0 come." 


"I HAVE COME!" responded a woman 


on the platform — who had her two-year- 
old son sitting on her shoulder. 


Everyone thought she was a scheduled 


participant in this unusual service — 
even after she loudly denounced the Jews 
for rejecting Christ and the Catholics for 
"cannibalism" in their Mass. 


It was only after the unidentified wom- 


an began a graphic detailing of her un- 
usually bizarre sex life that anyone sus- 
pected that she was an unscheduled and 
deranged intruder. Even then, as pre- 
siding officer Edler Hawkins explained 
later, "we could only endure her. I cer- 
tainly didn't want to struggle with her." 


Another uninvited participant was New 


Jersey's perennial demonstrator "Can- 
nonball Carl" Mclntire, the far right 
wing "Vlctory-in-Victnair." fundamental- 
ist radio preacher. After briefly picket- 
ing the front door of the Hotel Muehle- 
bach, he decided to come inside from the 
bitter cold and accept an invitation to 
rap with 100 seminarians, who appeared 
thoroughly amused by his fantastic 
prose. But Mclntire subsequently made 
the mistake of confronting Brazil's world 
famed Archbishop of Recife, Dom Helder 
Camara — whom he charged with being 
the "active leader of the leftist forces of 
Brazil." This gentle, diminutive, soft-spo- 
k e n and charismatic prelate

Urges Voting Machine Study 


Charging a "political conspiracy" be- 


tween the county clerk's office and city 
hall officials to keep voting machines out 
of suburban townships, County Comr. 
Floyd T. FuJle of Des Plaines called 
County Board Pres. George W. Dunne to 
approve an immediate study of the mat- 
ter. 


Fulle, a Republican candidate for Con- 


gress from the 10th District, Thursday 
released a letter he sent to Dunne urging 
that a recently hired management firm 
be authorized to determine if County 
Clerk Edward J. Barret's office is "der- 
elict in fulfilling" its obligations to sub- 
urban voters. 


Barrett has announced that paper bal- 


lots might replace voting machines in 
more than three-quarters of the subur- 
ban precincts because recent cost-cutting 
trimmed his maintenance staff. The cuts, 
approved by the board, were based on a 
Fulle proposal. 


"I believe Barrett's allegation is un- 


warranted and exaggerated and borders 
on a political conspiracy which needs im- 
mediate attention," Fulle ijrfd in his let- 
ter to Dunne. 


"It's ray opinion the clerk determined 


long btfor* the budget cut that paper 
baltoU would be tued in the suburbs to 
inconvenience voters and to open the 
door to vote fraud and irregularities," 
Fulle stid: 


IN CALLING for authorization of the 


management study of the county clerk's 
office, Fulle sought to immediately put 
the firm — the Jacobs Co. Inc. — to 
work as part of its recently approved 
$150,000 contract with the county. 


"Should it be substantiated the county 


clerk does need additional personnel, 
then I further recommend that the clerk 
make such request to the county board," 
Fulle told Dunne. 


"If, on the other hand, it is found that 


the voting machines can be prepared un- 
der the provisions of the recent county 
board action, then action should be taken 
to censure the county clerk for derelic- 
tion of duty," Fulle said. 


The county clerk's office maintains 


some 3,800 voting machines and recently 
won board approval to purchase an- 
other 500. 


LATER THURSDAY, Barrett wrote to 


Dunne, calling for a special meeting of 
the county board to provide his election 
division with enough men and money so 
he can get the machines ready for the 
election. 


In his letter Barrett told Dunne, "It is 


impossible under the present conditions 
for the county clerk to prepare enough 
voting machines for use in all precincts 
and districts," 


Barrett said he requested the meeting 


be scheduled as soon as possible. "If no 
action is taken before the next sched- 
uled board meeting of Feb. 22,< 1972, it 
will be too late," he wrote. 
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astating a series of answers that the

public haranges with profanity and smut. 


The leader of this hippie American Le- 


gion, black militant and dark-glasses-on- 
indoors All Hubbard of New York, stood 
beside presiding officer Hawkins (a pro- 
fessor at Princeton Seminary who helped 
arrange the $10,000 Presbyterian gift to 
the Angela Davis Defense Fund) and re- 
duced him to a parliamentary shambles. 


Hawkins finally rescued himself by 


drafing as his replacement one of the 
most superb parliamentarians of the 20th 
century, the Presbyterial Church's fam- 
ed "incarnate iceberg," Atty. William P. 
Thompson. Thompson is an awesome 
person, one of whose fellow Presby- 
terians observes: "He never smiles — al- 
though on rare occasions he has been 
known to bare his teeth." 


END RESULT OF the conference was 


a five page statement — which is about 
four and one half pages longer than any- 
body (else) will read — and which con- 
tains the absurdity in which all churches 
and synagogues are called upon to open 
their pulpits once each month to the 
hairy and profane Viet-vets.

You know 
the triggering mechanism is contact with 
other people, but why you should have 
this type of problem requires a little 
more searching to discover. Then there 
is the question of overcoming it. I really 
would recommend going to a psychiatrist 
for help if you can possibly do so. It 
might not take too long or too much ef- 
fort to be able to work through your 
problem and-to enable you to be less 
anxious about contacts with people. 


There are a few things, which add to 


the difficulty and you might make sure 
they are nut a contributory factor. Many 
people cannot tolerate the lactose in milk 
and milk products. This is a straight 
chemical problem and the usual manifes- 
tation is diarrhea. Why don't you stop 
using milk and'an forms of any dairy 
products or any food made with any milk 
for a few weeks and see what happens to 
your diarrhea? 


You'll know within a few weeks wheth- 


er this is a problem or not, because you 


. will be remarkably free of symptoms 
which sound like they have been all too 
frequent. If it isn't the answer then you 
won't have lost anything either. Of 
course, you should avoid all the different 
foods that you know upset your digestive 
system and you should avoid coffee. I 
hope some of these measures will help, 
and I would strongly recommend trying 
them. I really think you should make a 
big effort to see a psychiatrist, however.

The skin sticks to the pan and 
when trying to turn it moat of the skin 
pulls away.

Chicken, breaded or not, has a way of 


sticking and it is often necessary to use a 
wooden spoon to pry off any particles 
that stick to the pan. If everything sticks 
to it, it may be that the pan needs sea- 
soning. If it's an iron pan, grease gener- 
ously with unsalted fat and put in a 200- 
degree oven for .several hours. Then 
wash with soap and water and it will be 
ready to use, It's a good idea to occasion- 
ally grease iron pans slightly and let 
them stand so the grease gets into the 
pores. If it's an • aluminum pan that's 
sticking, grease well as above and put on 
a very low heat for several hours. Then 
wash and dry.

gram for local handicapped children will 
become a reality much sooner than .ex- 
pected as a result of an anonymous 
HAW donation to the Schaumburg Park 
District. 


The money was received lew than 24 


hours after the Herald published an ar- 
ticle detailing the proposal for a year- 
round recreation program and telling the 
need for money to finance the effort. The 
park district board okayed the ex- 
penditure for equipment Thursday eve- 
ning. 


Paul Derda, park district director, said 


he received a number of calls after the 
article appeared with offers of asaia-. 
tance. He said the Lancer Park Home- 
owners Association had also offered a 
monetary contribution to the program. 


Derda credited the Herald article with 


sparking community interest in the park 
district's efforts. 


"We had thought about funding the 


program in stages, but with the contribu- 
tion we will go ahead with the. full pro- 
gram," Derda said. 


HE ADDED it will now be possible to 


complete plans for a cooperative aquat- 


ics program with the Elk Grove Park 
District for the handicapped youngsters. 


The Elk Grove park .district .has, an in- < 


door pool. The cooperative program 
would utilize the pool and Schaumburg's 
recreational equipment on alternative . 
days of the week. 


Derda explained both districts, have 


buses so transportation should offer no 
problem in the program. 


When Derda initially outlined the pro- 


gram, which is aimed at .about '85 area 
children who are classified as educable 
mentally handicapped (EMH) he said 


funding was a major hangup.. • 
.He said the park district planned to 
approach various community groups for 
funds. He also explained that govern- 
ment funding for such a program would 
be very limited. 


Derda emphasized the lack of super- 


vised recreational programs in the area 
for the EMH youngsters. 


"While their' brothers or sisters may 


have a scouting or athletic program, 
these young people do not have any- 
thing," Derda stated. 


THE DONATION will now enable the' 


park district to go ahead with the pro- 
gram which will be aimed at developing 
the motor skills of the EMH children. 
•The equipment, which will be located 
in the new Meineke Community Center 
on.Weathersfield Way, will also be used 
by the park district tot lot program, ac- 
cording to Derda. 
, 


The director explained the park dis- 


trict has reviewed its plans with' the 
school district and asked for assistance 
in planning the program. 


Specific plans for the start of the pro- 


gram have not as yet been established.

on students. 


Lewin was concerned that character 


related notations and behavioral prob- 
lems could be open to staff people at the 
school and become a part of neighbor- 
hood gossip while parents remained unin- 
formed. 


Thursday when the board met in com- 


mittee it was to review a new policy per- 
taining to student records, one that was 
more restrictive to administrators' than 


parents. 


WAYNE SCHAIBLE, superintendent of 


schools, explained that- the policy was 
necessary to protect confidential infor- 
mation about students. ' 


He said the secrecy was for a student's 


protection. The procedure .as it now 
stands would allow a child's guardian or 
parent to inspect all information kept in 
the student permanent file. However the 
request- must be a written one and the 
principal should be present when the in- 
spection is-taking place. •

Parents must- also approve any trans- 


fer of records in the case they include, 
psychological tests.

of tug-of-war with the teachers, associ- 
ation now recognized in School Dist. 54 
has cried "foul" et the school board deci- 
sion to keep union newsletters out of 
teachers' mailboxes. 


The Schaumburg Federation of Teach- 


ers, an affiliate of the Illinois Federation

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Charging Wickes 
For Flood Study 
Unfair, Aide Says 


An engineer for the Wickes Corp. furni- 


ture store charged Thursday that the Vil- 
lage of Wheeling is trying to force 
Wickes to pay for a study of drainage 
problems on land that is not part of the 
Wickes development. 


Joseph Koenan of the Wllmette engi-

"My client is not willing to do it," Koe- 


nan told the commission. 


Koenan explained that the area which 


has poor drainage Is located south o( 
Dundee Rd. along the Commonwealth 
Edison Co. right of way and the Soo Line 
R.R. tracks. 


He said he and the Wickea Corp. felt it 


was up to the village to have its own 
engineer, Moody, study the problem and 
come up with a solution. 


The furniture store chain would be 


willing to cooperate in a solution to the 
problem, such as overslzlng a storm sew- 
er. Koenan said. But the firm wants the 


Deny Wickes 
Light Request 


State highway department officials 


have told representatives of the Wickes 
Corp. furniture store in Wheeling they 
will not authorize installation of traffic 
lights on Dundee Road at the Wheeling 
Road entrance to the new store. 


"They told us to come back when 


there's a traffic jam," Wickes Engr. Jo- 
seph Koenan informed the Wheeling Plan 
Commission Thursday. 


Kcenan said the Wickes Corp. had ex- 


plored the possibility of having the state 
authorize lights for the intersection, but 
was told the light/5 would only be consid- 
ered after the store was in operation. 


Koenan also said the state said a traf- 


fic count would be required before the 
lights could be authorized.

fn a related discussion Koenan showed

Commission- 
ers asked if a four-foot-high landscaped 
mound which will border Dundee Road to 
»crccn the store's parking lot would In- 
terfere with drivers making turns onto 
Dundee Road. 


Koenan indicated the mound will taper 


down at the ends and will not obstruct 
drivers' vision at the Intersection. 


village to decide what the solution should 
be. 


Koenan also said 
Moody wanted 


Wickes to decide how to solve drainage 
problems with the Heritage Park West 
flood control basin. Koenan said Wickes 
felt it was the village's responsibility to 
solve those problems. Again he indicated 
Wickes would cooperate in a solution. 


"WE DON'T HAVE time nor does our 


client feel he should have to bear the 
expense of these studies on other pieces 
of property," Koenan told the plan com- 
mission. 


He said the study could coat "several 


thousand dollars worth of engineering 
time." 


The village engineer's efforts to get 


Wickes to do the engineering study have 
also resulted in a delay on engineering 
approval for the Wickes final plat, Koe- 
nan indicated. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


told the commission that he couldn't 
comment on Koenan's charges because 
he had not received a report from Moody 
on the Wickes plat. 


Koenan noted that aside from toe ex- 


pense, he would not want the Wickes 
Corp. to be held responsible at a future 
date if its suggested solution didn't'com- 
pletely eliminate the problem. 


"If the village is wrong, fine, but if 


Wickes makes an error we would have 
nothing but problems, in my humble 
opinion," Koenan told the commission. 


The Wickes engineer told the commis- 


sion the 30-acre property Wickes owns 
south of Dundee Rd. and east of the rail- 
road tracks has only V/z to two acres in 
the flood plain. 


However, he said that on the land to 


the west there were "20 some odd acres 
with a problem." He pointed out that the 
problem is an historic one. 


PLAN COMMISSIONER Douglas Car- 


gill suggested the drainage problem is 
one reason the land has never been de- 
veloped. 


After discussing Koenan's charges plan 


commission members decided not to hold 
up the Wickes subdivision plat for an ap- 
proval from the village engineer. 


Cargill noted that he felt it was up to 


the village board to stop the plat if they 
wished, and to decide who would conduct 
the drainage study. 


The commission then approved the plat 


which legally separates the 11 acres for 
the Wickes store from the remaining 19 
acres on the piece of property. 


Once the subdivision is approved by 


the village board Wickes will own two 
separate pieces of property and will be 
able to build two buildings on the 30 
acres. 


Without the subdivision the firm would 


not have been able to build the furniture 
store without first removing the farm 
buildings west of the village municipal 
building. 


Eventually the 10 iicres between the 


new furniture warehouse store and the 
municipal building will be developed 
commercially, Wickes officials have in- 
dicated.

The Northwest Opportunity Center in 


Rolling Meadows works with those 
Wheeling families and with more than 19 
other families in the village who are only 
a little better off. 


Last week the center wrote to the Vil- 


lage .of Wheeling asking the''-village gov- 
ernment to help pay for the center pro- 
grams in proportion to the number of 
Wheeling residents who use the center. 


THE WHEELING Village Board ;re- 


.ferred the request to Village ; Mgr.- 
George .Passolt and to Trustee Michael 
Valenza, head of the board's finance 
committee. 


Passolt and Valenza were directed to 


consider funding for the center >in the 
budget for the new fiscal year. 


The request made to the Village of 


Wheeling is part of an areawide cam- 
paign ,by the center to raise $34,485 to 


maintain the center's present level of 
services during the 1972-73 fiscal year. 


"The situation is critical Unless we 


can raise these funds we will have to 
make drastic cutbacks in our program," 
said Karen L. Stanley, center director. 


The local contributions to the program 


are necessary because the center will re- 
ceive only $59,038 in federal funds from 
the Cook County Office of Economic Op- 
portunity (CCOEO), but the center's op- 
erating budget is $93,523. 


"WHILE OUR overhead has gone up, 


our federal funding has gone down. We 
have, always had to raise some money on 
•our own but never this much," Miss 
Stanley said. 


She attributed the critical situation to 


President Nixon's veto of the child care 
bill which contained a section on OEO 
appropriations. 


The center hopes to raise $10,000 in a 


campaign for contributions from individ- 
uals and organizations. A "Hike for Hun- 
ger" is planned during the year to help 
raise some of the money.

Saw Something 
On TV Like This

I have decided that I could never be a 


good bank robber. 


The reason is I lose things. 
And because I lose things, the FBI is 


probably investigating me right now. 


Since I lost my notebook while I was 


covering the Buffalo Grove Bank robbery 
last Tuesday, I have been looking over 
my shoulder and talking in whispers. 


I wasn't positive I had lost the note- 


book because 1 have lost things before — 
like bills, notices of my Marine Corps 
reserve meeting and letters to the editor 
from irrate readers. But I wanted to lose 
those things anyway, 


Since I needed my notebook back, I 


called the FBI, who according to Buffalo 
Grove police, "cleaned out all the evi- 
dence like a vacuum cleaner." 


AN FBI SPOKESMAN told me they 


had recovered a notebook from the scene 
of the crime. 


He said he wasn't sure, but the note- 


book probably had been sent to Washing- 
ton with the other evidence collected in 
the robbery. 


My mind immediately raced to visions 


of the FBI, commonly seen on Sunday 
night television. 


I could see samples of handwriting 


from my notebook projected on a big 
scene in some plush wood-paneled office. 
I could see FBI agents sitting in swivel 
chairs as a lab expert In a white coat 
was going over the way I cross my t's 
and dot my 1's. 


1 hope my handwriting doesn't show 


that I have a criminal mind, although I 
do confess that sometimes I don't pay 
tolls on the expressway. 


1 COULD SEE the agent in charge 


thanking the lab expert, scratching his 
head and saying, "let us know as soon as 
you have anything." 


Then t could picture a voice coming 


from a box (like the one in the Howard 
Hughes press conference) and saying, 
"This is the chief. How is it going?" 


But then I realized if the FBI in- 


vestigated me, my worries would be 
over. 


The first place they would go is my 


parents' house. They would show my 
mother a picture of me from my 1965 
school yearbook and say, "Do you recog- 
nize this person?" 


My mother, who sometimes watches 


•the FBI too, would say, "Why? What's 
he done?" 


And the FBI would reply, "We want 


him for questioning, that's all we can tell 
you." 


WITH THE FORMALITIES over, my 


mother would say, "Sure he comes in 
here all the time. He's my son, but he's a 
good boy and wouldn't do anything 
wrong." 


Then the FBI would say, "We found a 


notebook under suspicious circumstances 
and we think it belongs to your son. 
That's all we can tell you." 


My mother would then laugh and say, 


"He's always losing things. I've been try- 
ing to get him to clean up his room for 
years." 


The FBI would then probably go to my 


bank to see if I had deposited any large 
amounts of money recently. 


They would find that I am living 


slightly above the poverty level, with a 
pittance in my saving account and still in 
hock to the bank for a car I bought over 
two years ago. 


SO I SUPPOSE the FBI would give up 


and return my notebook. 


Or would they think I am a master 


criminal who stayed around the Buffalo 
Grove bank after the robbery and 
dropped my notebook to throw them off 
the track? 


I think I saw something like that on

Tape Binding Criticize Lakeside Villa Street Names 


Teacher Back Pay 


Retroactive pay for Dist. 21 teachers is 


still being bound by red tape. 


District Supt. Kenneth Gill said he has 


filed an application with the Internal 
Revenue Service for permission to pay 
the back salary. Gill applied for the per- 
mission after receiving the latest infor- 
mation on retroactive pay from the Cook 
County Educational Office. 


According to the office the latest in- 


structions are to pay only if transactions 
were made before Aug. 15,1971. 


If a school district and its employes 


did not come to salary terms before Aug. 
15, no retroactive increase is allowed un- 
less prior approval of the pay board is 
secured. This must be done by filing an 
application for approval through the lo- 
cal IRS regional office. Dist. 21 Is in this 
category. 


"We were getting ready to OK the pay- 


ment to the teachers until this release 
came from the county office," Gill said. 


ON THE IRS form Gill gave the follow- 


ing reasons for seeking approval of the 
payment: 


Radio 


Purchase Ls OKd 


Wheeling firemen will soon be called to 


emergencies by radio instead of by tele- 
phone. 


The village board this week approved 


spending $7.050 for 50 monitor alerting 
radios and for two encoders to activate 
the radios. 


The radios are expected to be deliv- 


ered to the village within <IO days. 


Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen said the ra- 


dios will be fixed frequency FM tone 
alerting receivers. 


They will be kept in the homes of vil- 


lage firemen — both the full-time men 
and the volunteers. 


When there is a call for a fire the radio 


will give off a walling sound to alert the 
fireman of the coll and then information 
on the location and type of emergency 
will be given. 


The radios will be activated from ei- 


ther the village municipal building or the 
fire station, Koeppen said. 


Currently village firemen arc called to 


fires through a system of automatic tele- 
phone messages to their homes. 


The Great Lakes Fire and Safety 


Equipment Co. was awarded the contract 
for the radios. The firm submitted the 
low bid on the radios and encoders. 


"Our school district presented a refer- 


endum on April 10, 1971 in which we re- 
quested a 25 cents-per-$100 of assessed 
valuation increase in taxes. This money 
was requested and approved by the vot- 
ers with the understanding it would be 
used to pay an increase in staff salaries. 
We also approved a budget for this pur- 
pose on June 24, 1971. The salary agree- 
ment with our teachers was' not officially 
accepted until Sept. 30,1971. 


"It is our understanding that under 


present guidelines we are not permitted 
to pay retroactively for the period of 
Aug. 15 to Nov. 15,1971. Since our salary 
schedule is already one of the lowest 
among the area school districts, it is our 
wish to be permitted a variation from 
the guidelines to make these payments." 


Gill said the Dist. 21 board is "stead- 


fast in its wish to pay this salary if at all 
possible, I know this is a real concern to 
all the teachers and we are doing every- 
thing in our power to get the pay OKd." 


A final decision on the request should 


come from the IRS in a few weeks, Gill 
said. 


Wheeling plan'commissioners sharply 


criticized the street names in the new 
Lakeside Villas townhouse development 
Thursday. 
"The commissioners told developer Al 
Zale the street naming' in the devel- 
opment would be confusing to anyone 
trying to find an address in the devel- 
opment. They also expressed concern 
that it would cause difficulties for village 
police and firemen answering emergency 
calls. 


But the commission did not force Zale 


to change the names because the devel- 
oper said it would be extremely costly to 
change the literature and other promo- 
tional items which have been prepared 


Zale told the commission he had 


changed some street names on the initial 
portion of the development at the request 
of William Bieber, village director of 
building and zoning. 


THE DEVELOPER said after he made 


those changes he was under the impres- 
sion the village had given approval to the 
street names. 


The commission was particularly criti- 


cal of a series of streets named in a con- 
secutive style. For example, in one area 
of the development there is a Bayside 
Lane, a Bayside Drive and a Bayside 
Court. 


There is a similar series of three 
streets with the name Clearwater. 


The commission agreed to go along 


with a suggestion by Village Mgr. 
George Passolt that a distinctive num- 
bering system be used to differentiate 
between the streets with similar names. 


WHILE SUGGESTING that the com- 


mission accept Passolt's solution, Com- 
missioner Douglas Cargill added, "But 
we have to make sure this never happens 
again." 


Cargill questioned the village inter- 


preting a requirement that street names 
be placed on a plat as meaning only the 
names of public streets. 


The streets in Lakeside Villas will be 


privately owned and maintained. 


"It's re,ally not my fault the streets are 


named this way. I should have had some 
direction from the village on street 
names," Zale said He explained another 
community where he built a development 
supplied him with a list of street names 
he could not use and reviewed the street 
names he chose. 
/ IN REVIEWING the final plat for the 
development the commissioners decided 
to write a letter to the village fire de- 
partment assuring the firemen they rec- 
ognized the problem and would take 
steps to make sure it didn't occur with 
any other development. 


The board also briefly discussed a let- 


ter from Harold Haar, a Wheeling resi- 
dent who owns property on Jackson 
Drive. 


Pointing to an instance of flooding'in 


December which he said was caused by 
stormwater from the Zale property, 
Haar asked the commission to hold up 
the plat approval. 


The commission said the drainage 


problem was an item for the village engi- 
neer. 


Zale told the commission a suit 


brought by the Jackson Drive residents 
had been dismissed by the circuit court. 


HE SAID THE suit, part of the Cam- 


bridge drainage court battle had delayed 
his development for six months. 


He said the retention basin system con- 


necting his development with three oth- 
ers in the area would have the effect of 
decreasing the amount of water running 
across the Jackson Drive property. 


The commissioners then reviewed the 


plat for the second portion of the town- 
house development 


They approved the plat but asked the 


village manager not to take it to the vil- 
lage board for final approval until techni- 
cal discrepancies on the document are 
corrected and until approval of the plat 
is given by the village engineer.

State Frees Funds To Fix 
Arlington Heights Rd. Holes 


The state has released the necessary 


funds to allow the Village of Buffalo 
Grove to go ahead with the Arlington 
Heights Road repair project. 


With the state approval, the deeply rut- 


ted road should be repaired by the end of 
June, according to village officials. 


The money — $120,000— will come 


from the village's share of state motor 
fuel taxes (MFF). The money is kept in 
a special account and the state must ap- 
prove any projects using MFF funds, ac- 
cording to Village Mgr.

Saw Something 
On TV Like This

I have decided that I could never be a 


good bonk robber. 


The reason is I lose things. 
And because I lose things, the FBI is 


probably Investigating me right now. 


Since I lost my notebook while I was 


covering the Buffalo Grove Bank robbery 
last Tuesday, I have been looking over 
my shoulder and talking in whispers. 


I wasn't positive I had lost the note- 


book because I have lost things before — 
like bills, notices of my Marine Corps 
reserve meeting and letters to the editor 
from irrate readers. But I wanted to lose 
those things anyway. 


Since 1 needed my notebook back, I 


called the FBI, who according to Buffalo 
Grove police, "cleaned out all the evi- 
dence like a vacuum cleaner." 


AN FBI SPOKESMAN told me they 


had recovered a notebook from the scene 
of the crime. 


He said he wasn't sure, but the note- 


book probably had been sent to Washing- 
ton with the other evidence collected in 
the robbery. 


My mind immediately raced to visions 


of the FBI, commonly seen on Sunday 
night television. 


I could see samples of handwriting 


from my notebook projected on a big 
scene in some plush wood-paneled office. 
I could see FBI agents sitting in swivel 
chairs as a lab expert In a white coat 
was going over the way I cross my t's 
and dot my i's. 


I hope my handwriting doesn't show 


that I have a criminal mind, although I 
do confess that sometimes I don't pay 
tolls on the expressway. 


I COULD SEE the agent In charge 


thanking the lab expert, scratching his 
head and saying, "let us know as soon as 
you have anything*." 


Then I could picture a voice coming 


from a box (like the one in the Howard 
Hughes press conference) and saying, 
"This is the chief. How is it going?" 


But then I realized if the FBI in- 


vestigated me, my worries would be 
over. 


the first place they would go is my 


parents' house. They would show my 
mother a picture of me from my 1965 
school yearbook and say, "Do you recog- 
nize this person?" 


My mother, who sometimes watches 


the FBI too, would say, "Why? What's 
he done?" 


And the FBI would reply, "We want 


him for questioning, that's all we can tell 
you." 


WITH THE FORMALITIES over, my 


mother would say, "Sure he conies in 
here all the time. He's my son, but he's a 
good boy and wouldn't do anything 
wrong." 


Then the FBI would say, "We found a 


notebook under suspicious circumstances 
and we think it belongs to your son. 
That's all we can tell you," 


My mother would then laugh and say, 


"He's always losing things. I've been try- 
ing to get him to clean up his room for 
years." 


The FBI would then probably go to my 


bank to see if I had deposited any large 
amounts of money recently. 


They would find that I am living 


slightly above the poverty level, with a 
pittance in my saving account and still in 
hock to the bank for a car I bought over 
two years ago. 


SO I SUPPOSE the FBI would give up 


and return my notebook. 


Or would they think I am a/master 


criminal who stayed around the Buffalo 
Grove bank after the robbery, and 
dropped my notebook to throw them off 
the track? 


I think I saw something like that on

Red Tape Binding Criticize Lafceside Villa Street Names 
Teacher Back Pay

Retroactive pay for Dist. 21 teachers is 


still being bound by red tape. 


District Supt. Kenneth Gill said he has 


filed an application with the Internal 
Revenue Service for permission to pay 
the back salary. Gill applied for the per- 
mission after receiving the latest infor- 
mation on retroactive pay from the Cook 
County Educational Office. . 


According to the office the latest in- 


structions are to pay only if transactions 
were made before Aug. 15,1071. 


If a school district and its employes 


did not come to salary terms before Aug. 
15, no retroactive increase is allowed un- 
less prior approval of the pay board is 
secured. This must be dona by filing an 
application for approval through the lo- 
cal IRS regional office. Dist. 21 Is in this 
category. 


"We were getting ready to OK the pay- 


ment to the teachers until this release 
came from the county office," Gill said. 


ON THE IRS form Gill gave the follow- 


ing reasons for seeking approval of the 
payment: 


"Our school district presented a refer- 


endum on April 10, 1971 in which we re- 
quested a 25 cents-per-$100 of assessed 
valuation increase in taxes. This money 
was requested and approved by the vot- 
ers with the understanding it would be 
used to pay an increase in staff salaries. 
We also approved a budget for this pur- 
pose on June 24, 1971. The salary agree- 
ment with our teachers was not officially 
accepted until Sept. 30,1971. 


"It is our understanding that under 


present guidelines we are not permitted 
to pay retroactively for the period of 
Aug. 15 to Nov. 15,1971, Since our salary 
schedule is already one of the lowest 
among the area school districts, it is our 
wish to be permitted a variation from 
the guidelines to make these payments." 


Gill said the Dist. 21 board is "stead- 


fast in its wish to pay this salary if at all 
possible. I know this is a real concern to 
all the teachers and we are doing every- 
thing in our power to get the pay OKd." 


A final decision on the request should 


come from the IRS in a few weeks, Gill 
said.

trying to find an address in the devel- 
opment. They also expressed concern 
that it would cause difficulties for village 
police and firemen answering emergency 
calls. 


But the commission did not force Zale 


to change the names because the devel- 
oper said'it would be extremely costly to 
change the literature and other promo- 
tional items which have been prepared. 


Zale told the commission he had 


changed some street names on the initial 
portion of the development at the request 
of William Bieber, village director of 
building and zoning. 


THE DEVELOPER said after he made 


those changes he was under the impres- 
sion the village had given approval to the 
street names.

The commission was particularly criti- 


cal of a series of streets named in a con- 
secutive style. For example, in one area 
of the development there is a Bayside 
Lane, a Bayside Drive and a Bayside 
Court. 


There is a similar series of three 


streets with the name Clearwater. 


The, commission agreed to go along 


with a suggestion by1 Village Mgr. 
George Passolt that a distinctive num- - 
berihg system be used ,to differentiate 
between the streets with similar names. 


WHILE SUGGESTING that the com- 


mission accept Passolt's solution, Com- 
missioner Douglas Cargill' added, "But 
we have to make sure this never happens 
again." 


Cargill questioned the village inter- 


preting a requirement that street names 
be placed on a plat as meaning only the 
names of public streets. 


The streets in Lakeside Villas will be 


privately owned and maintained. 


"It's really not my fault the streets are 


named this way. I should have had some 
direction from the village on street' 
names," Zale said. He explained another 
community where he built a development 
supplied him with a list of street names 
he could not use and reviewed the street 
names he chose.

The village board this week approved 


spending $7,050 for 50 monitor alerting 
radios and for two encoders to activate 
the radios. 


The radios are expected to be deliv- 


ered to the village within 40 days. 


Fire Chief Bernie Kocppen said the ra- 


dios will bo fixed frequency FM tone 
alerting receivers. 


They will be kept in the homes of vil- 


lage firemen — both the'full-time men 
and the volunteers. 


When there is a call for a fire the radio 


will give off a walling sound to alert the 
fireman of the call and then information 
on the location and type of emergency 
will be given. 


The radios will be activated from ci- 


ther the village municipal building or the 
fire station, Kocppen said. 


Currently village firemen are called to 


fires through a system of automatic tele- 
phone messages to their homes. 


The Great Lakes Fire and Safety 


Equipment Co. was awarded the contract 
for the radios. The firm submitted the 
low bid on the radios and encoders. 


"Everybody has a certain amount of 


snobbery, and developers try to take ad- 
vantage of that," Al Zale told the Wheel- 
ing Plan Commission Thursday. 


Zale was trying to explain why the 


promoters of his Lakeside Villas devel- 
opment had described the townhouse

relations man for the firm wrote a letter 
to the village apologizing for past adver- 
tising and publicity and promising to use 
the name Wheeling in future promotions.

tributed copies of a recent Chicago Daily 
News article that mentioned that Lake- 
side Villas was in Wheeling. 


THE PLAN commissioners were criti- 


cal of a brochure Zale had given them 


because the name Wheeling was not 
mentioned once in eight pages of promo- 
tional material. 


The brochure even went to the extent 


of saying that the development was in an 
incorporated village governed by a vil- 
lage president and village board 
of 


trustees. But it didn't say which village. 


"They want our sewers and water, but 


they don't want to admit it's in Wheel- 
ing," commission chairman Herb Lortz 
said, 


Zale countered by explaining .that 


"people like to live in Arlington Heights 
because housing is more expensive in Ar- 
lington Heights." 


"There are many more expensive 


homes in Arlington Heights than in 
Wheeling," he repeated, 


Zale did say, however, that the use of 


the name "Wheeling" in his recent pro- 


motions has not hurt sales of the town- 
houses.

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Only One Of Two Palatine 
GOP Groups Is Chartered 


There are two groups in Palatine 


Township calling themselves the Young 
Republicans, but only one Is chartered. 


That in itself Is odd, but the most un- 


usual feature is that the unchartered 
group has almost four times as many 
card-carrying members as the other. 


A charter was issued last week by the 


Cook County YR executive board to 12 
Palatine Republicans to form their own 
group. The county executive board de- 
bated about an hour over which of th* 
two groups to provide with a charter. 
Both groups had representatives at the 
board meeting. 


Headed by Terry Lefghty, a Palatine 


village trustee, and David Gilgore, a for- 
mer member of the state YR executive 
board, the first group was granted the 
charter under the provision that they 
would have to actively solicit for their 
group persons aligning with the other 
faction. The second group had originally 
recruited almost 20 members but now 
has a total of 39. 


With its charter in hand, the Leighty 


YR group has met and plans to, meet 
again with officials of the second YR 
group to work out differences in philoso- 


phy and constitutional bylaws. 


WHILE THE Leighty group appears to 


be headed in a more independent Re- 
publican direction, the second group, 
headed'by Tom Coy of Palatine, would 
prefer to maintain a direct link to the 
Regular Republican Organization of Pal- 
atine Township. 


How much the local YR group would 


or should be influenced or controlled by 
tire Regular Republicans is what is cur- 
rently separating the two groups. 


"Ours is structured as an individual or- 


ganization," Leighty said. "Theirs is 
structured more as a direct arm of the 
township organization, including having 
the township Republican committeeman 
sit on their executive board." 


Because one of the main purposes of 


creating a YR group in Palatine Town- 
ship is to get more young people involved 
in politics, Leighty said the YRs should 
have flexibility for the individual. 


"Most township political organizations 


are tight-knit groups, with leadership in 
the hands of a few," Leighty said. "We 
want to attract more people than the 
regular Republican organization 
has 


been able to."

Wrecking Ball 
For Hale House 


A house at 217 N. Hale St. recently ac- 


quired by the Village of Palatine for fu- 
ture expansion of the Hale Street Fire 
Station will be torn down to provide 
more parking for firemen. 


Originally, village officials planned to 


keep the structure at that location and 
rent it until specific plans were made for 
expansion of the station. However, Fire 
Chief Orville Helms requested that the 
village board allow the building to be 
torn down to provide access to the rear 
area of the station for additional parking. 


The village board acquired the house 


and lot last month for 127,500. The house 
Is Immediately south of the fire station 
on the southeast corner of Hale and Cot- 
fax. 


Sneclfic use of the lot will be consid- 


ered In planning the 1972-1973 village 
budget. 


two new w e r e needed because 
approximately 1,000 more students are 
expected to enroll in summer school this 
year. Last.year 2,000 students were en- 
rolled in the program and this, year en- 
rollment is expected to reach 3,000, or 
approximately 25 per cent of the dis- 
trict's student body. 


SEVERAL NEW courses also have 


been added including an advanced typing 
course because of the interest shown in 
last year's beginning typing class. 


In addition to remedial level instruc- 


tion, the summer school will offer devel- 
opmental and enrichment courses to stu- 
dents in kindergarten through seventh 
grades. 


Tuition will not be charged to students 


taking two classes per day, but a $25 fee 
will be charged to students attending 
only one class. 


Supt. Frank Whiteley explained to the 


board the tuition charge for those taking 
only one class is necessary because the 
school district is not reimbursed for stu- 
dents taking less than 60 hours of in- 
struction during the summer. 


Band courses will be offered for $15 


during the summer. All students will be 
required to pay a $5 registration fee. 


A DEFICIT of $5,000 is anticipated this 


year from the operation of the summer 
school, William Colburn, assistant super- 
intendent of business affairs and suppor- 
tive services, explained. It is difficult to 
plan a budget and program on a pre- 
dicted enrollment and the deficit was 
only an estimate, he said. 


At present the district is anticipating 


$106,750 from state aid and $15,000 from 
the $5 registration fee. 


Summer school will start June 14 and 


run through July 18. The classes will be 
held from 8 to 11 a.m. Monday through 
Friday except July 3 and July 4. 


GILGORE, vice president of the char- 


tered group, thinks there should be 
strong communication and cooperation 
between any YR group and the regular 
Republicans. 


('One of the first things a YR group 


has to do is help the regular .organiza- 
tion," he said, speaking from 10 years' ' 
experience with local, county and state 
levels of the YR, which started when he 
was a student at MacMurry College. 


"Ultimately, what direction the group 


takes is up to the membership," he said. 


Last week, Leighty arranged a meet- 


ing between he, Gilgore, Coy and Town- 
ship Republican Committeeman Bernard 
Pederson to work out the differences be- 
tween the two YR groups. 


"I was very happy with the results of 


that meeting," Coy said. "It seems we're 
both shooting for the same star, but just 
started from different points. The'main 
question is how cooperative the YRs 
should be with the regular organization." 


Coy said his group had been in the "or- 


ganizational stages" since last Septem- 
ber, but did not make any definite moves 
towards- acquiring a charter- from the 
county YRs. 


"When we read about the formation of 


the other group, we felt we had to press 
to get a charter for ourselves so that our 
efforts would not 'have been, wasted," 
Coy said. 


HOWEVER, the Leighty group, though 


smaller in number, was given.the ap- 
proval of the county YRs. A vote on the 
charter had to be taken twice, the first 
time failing 12-7 and the second time re- 
ceiving a 14-5 approval. 
— "Our intent now is to let bygones be 
bygones," Coy said. 


The key difference.in agreement still 


remains whether committeeman Peder- 
son should be a member of the YR exec- 
utive board. 


"Pert of .the YR philosophy should be 


to work as a cog in a big wheel," Coy 
•said. "Our intention in putting a com- 
mitteeman on the board was partially to 
give him an honorary position. It would 
also permit us to take advantage of his 
experience and knowledge of the political 
organization." 


Pederson's position on the board would 


make him one voice out of nine, accord- 
ing to Coy's YR constitution. 


"He'd have to exercise quite a bit of 


persuasion as just one person out of nine 
on the executive board if he ever wanted 
the board to change a position," Coy 
said. 


BY GIVING the committeeman one 


vote on the board it would "allow us to 
work with the regular organization but 
not be a subsidiary of that organization." 


Both Coy and Leighty presented sim- 


ilar goals for their YR groups. They 
think a local YR chapter would be good 
for the community to get more younger 
persons involved (the age ranges for 
YRs is from 18 to 37), educate and accli- 
mate them to the framework of the Re- 
publican Party and have them become 
more politically active by working for 
Republican candidates or perhaps run- 
ning for office themselves. 


A second meeting will be scheduled 


within the next two weeks at which 
board members for the two YR groups 
will finally try to work out their differ- 
ences. After that session, a YR cardhol- 
der in Palatine Township may find him- 
self a member of a combined group 
rather than a member of a faction.

Future In Hands Of City 


The fate of the Northwest Human Re- 


sources Development Center, quartered 
In the former Sacred Heart of Mary con- 
vent in violation of zoning there, is still 
in limbo, according to Mayor Roland 
Meyer. 


Although a special city zoning board 


has turned down the request of Thomas 
Jauch, the center's director, for revised 
zoning, Meyer said there Is still a chance 
the counseling center may be allowed to 


remain where it Is. 


The center is the home of the Rolling 


Meadows Youth Referral Commission, 
which counsels city juveniles on matters 
ranging from'drug abuse to legal prob- 
lems. The center also / provides coun- 
seling and guidance for adults in this 
area. 


The city funds the youth referral pro- 


gram and many referrals come from the 
police department.

who are disadvantaged in both languages 
in kindergarten through second grade. 


Miss Joanne Newman, division'director 


of curriculum implementation, told the 
board there are approximately 275 Span- 
ish-surnamed students enrolled in/ the 
district but only an estimated 20 of them 
would qualify for the bilingual program 
as proposed. 


"In order to teach basic skills in two 


languages while improving proficiency in 
each, eligible first and second grade stu- 
dents would be enrolled in the same 
school, attending the bilingual program 
in the morning and joining their peers 
for the afternoon," the educational com- 
mittee report stated. 


In the afternoon the bilingual-bicultural 


teacher and two aides would visit schools 
with eligible kindergarten students and 
work with older non-English speaking 
students entering the district for the first 
time. 


THE BILINGUAL program would be 


designed to teach academic skills in two 
languages and English as a second lan- 
guage while developing Spanish skills 
and cultural understanding, according to 
the report. Language experience tech- 
niques would be the primary teaching 
method. 


Enrollment in the program would ne- 


cessitate the permission of the parents. 
The parents would be invited to visit the 
class often and the teacher and aides 
would make home visits. 


The objectives of the bilingual pro- 


gram would be for the students to per- 
form 50 per cent of the Dist. 15 basic 
skill objectives for kindergarten through 
second grade; tell his name, address and 
telephone number in English and Span- 
ish; read and perform three' simple 
Spanish directions; and demonstrate 
knowledge of English by acting out com- 
mon verbs and propositions and match- 
ing nouns with correct pictures. 


In addition to improving the child's 


language ability, the program will aim at 
improving his self-image. 


The $28,800 request includes the salary 


of a teacher, two full-time aides, travel 
expense, materials and transportation. 


Les Ehringer, chairman of the board 


education committee, explained the com- 
mittee was only asking for approval to 
submit an application for funds so the 
district could get on file and not approval 
of the program. 


The bilingual program is 100 per cent 


reimbursable. If the federal grant is de- 
nied, the district can apply for state 
funds to support the program. 


Meyer said the city may help relocate 


some of the center's services — specif!-' 
cally the youth referral program — and 
will work with Jauch to provide facilities 
for the counseling services, if the city 
decides the center must move. 


He said the two-acre site on which the 


convent sits could be rezoned by the city. 
But that, he said, hinges on the future of 
Sacred Heart of Mary High School. 


THE RELIGIOUS order of sisters that 


operates Sacred Heart owns approxi- 
mately 10 acres of land there, including 
the two-acre parcel on which the old con- 
vent is located, Meyer said. 


There is speculation that the sisters 


are planning to close'the school and sell 
the property, Meyer said. The decision 
they reach, he added, will go a long way " 
toward determing the fate of Jauch's 
center.'

Meyer said the city is trying to learn 


what plans the sisters have. He said if 
they indicate they are moving out in the, 
next year or two the city probably would 
not grant a zoning revision for the con- 
vent site. 


That land is presently zoned for single- 


family dwellings and the center is oper- 
ating an institution in violation of the 
zoning ordinance. Meyer said if the sis- 
ters are planning to vacate the premises 
in the next year or two a revision of the 
convent's zoning would create an undesi- 
rable situation. 


THE CITY, he said, would like to see 


the 10-acre Sacred Heart tract remain 
zoned for single-family. If the city re- 
zones the convent plot for institutional 
use with no assurance that, the sisters 
won't sell out soon, future developers will 
have a precedent for seeking institutional 
or commercial zoning for that property'. 


If, however, the property will remain 


in the sisters' possession for several 
years, the city might commit itself to re- 
zoning the convent for institutional use, 
Meyer said. 


The other alternative is to help move 


the center to another location, Meyer 
said. The city already is looking for a 
site that could be used, and is inquiring 
into the availability of a large house on 
Algonquin Road. The house is located 
near the Georgetown of Willow Bend 
apartments and is owned by Arlen In- 
dustries, the New York-based owners of 
the apartment complex. 


As it stands now, Meyer said, the city 


could serve the center with an order to 
cease-and-desist operations, and give 90 
days to vacate, the premises. He said 
that decision hasn't been made yet and 
probably won't be made until more is 
learned about the future of Sacred Heart 
of Mary academy.

were prompted by Meyer's announce- 
ment last week that 11 of the 12 elected 
officials in Rolling Meadows have en- 
dorsed his candidacy. Huddleston was 
not asked to lend support to the mayor's 
campaign, Meyer said, because "Jim is 
a patronage worker and I don't agree 
with that .kind of operation. Besides, he's 
already committed through the township 
organizations." 


Huddleston works' for the Illinois Com- 


merce Commission and is a Republican 
precinct captain for 14 Palatine Town- 
ship precincts. He also served on the 
five-township selection committee 
that 


endorsed Donald L. Totten and Virginia 
Macdonald as Republican candidates for 
the two 3rd district vacancies and by- 
passed Meyer.

How much the local YR group would 


or should be influenced or controlled by 
the Regular Republicans is what is cur- 
rently separating the two groups. 


"Ours is structured as an individual or- 


ganization," Leighty said, "Theirs is 
structured more as a direct arm of the 
township organization, including having 
the' township Republican committeeman 
sit on their executive board." 


Because one of the main purposes of 


creating a YR group in Palatine Town- 
ship is to get more young people involved 
in politics, Leighty said the YRs should 
have flexibility for the individual. 


"Most township political organizations 


are tight-knit groups, with leadership in 
the hands of a few," Leighty said. "We 
want to attract more people than the 
regular Republican organization has 
been able to." 


GILGORE, vice president of the char-

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Citizens Group Will Push 
For School Tax Increase 


Citizens for Quality Education, a group 


of Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 residents, 
said Friday they will work for passage of 
a 39-cent tax hike referendum in Dlst. 57 
on March 25. 


"We think the $25 to f35 increase in 


taxes is well worth it to maintain our 
excellent educational program," said 
Lois Brothers, a member of the group. 
"We're asking to get so much for so 
little". 


If the referendum passes, a 1972-73 


staffing plan that eliminates five class- 
room teachers but only six special teach- 
ers would be put into effect. The plan, 
called Revision II, also adds four re- 
source teachers to the program. 


If the referendum fails, Dist. 57 will 


operate under an estimated $110,0001972- 
73 deficit and a staffing plan eliminating 
seven classroom plus 17 special teachers. 
That plan, called Revision I, eliminates 
the foreign language program at Lincoln 
Junior High School. 


"WE FEEL THAT Revision I will be 


unbearable to live with if a referendum 
fails," said Mrs. Brothers. "And we feel 
the morale of teachers, children and par- 
ents will be so low that we will have 
more problems to contend with than just, 
financial ones." 


However, Mrs. Brothers said the group 


"was pleased" about cuts in adminis- 
tration and other areas. In both plans, 
the director of pupils' services, salaried 
at $14,500 is eliminated. The school board 
has also directed the administration to 
cut other positions including cleirks and 
secretaries. The board also plans to re- 
duce operating expenses by $100,000. 


Mrs. Brothers said the group ex- 


pressed disappointment in the Mount 
.Prospect 
Education 
Association 


(MPEA). The MPEA last week pre- 
sented to the board a staffing plan that 
increases the current number of special 
teachers. The plan is the same as pre- 
sented to the board last spring before. 


1971-72 negotiations began. 


"IT WAS EVIDENT parents are aware 


that we have more than our fair share of 
outstanding teachers in this district. The 
tremendous interest and,support parents 
have shown in the effort to keep all of 
our staff is proof," said Mrs. Brothers. 


"But we had the right to expect more 


from the MPEA than what we got. We 
hoped they would 'join hands with us to 
fight the good fight and instead we were 
mocked with a completely immature and 
unreasonable statement.

Novy was among residents who attended 
the meeting, set by Supt. Sahlberg and 
PTA presidents last December, at Lions 
Park School. Many of the parents were 
among a crowd of more than 300 that 
Tuesday night attended the school board 
meeting when the board approved the 
two plans and set the referendum. 


Some parents said the board should 


have accepted a staffing proposal made 
by Board Member Leo Floros, whether a 
referendum is passed or not. That pro- 
posal eliminates five classroom teachers 
and seven special teachers. 


"We'd have to go to a $230,000 deficit if 


a referendum didn't pass and we ac- 
cepted Leo's plan," Novy said. "The 
board felt it could live with a $110,000 
deficit but not with a $230,000 deficit. Re- 
vision I is a program that offers a little 
for everybody." Revision I would operate 
under an estimated 1972-73 $110,000 esti- 
mated deficit. 


"I don't think people are casting asper- 


sions on the school board," Floros said. 
"I recognized that my plan was costlier. 
But the fact is that the community was 
ready to accept a reduced program like 
this at this time. If we voted to accept 
their vie,ws, we would have had 350 
people go out as tigers to work for a 
referendum. Instead they went home 


mad." 


DWIGHT HALL, principal at Lincoln 


Junior High School told Floros: "I wish 
the board had accepted your staffing 
plan. It would have helped me. Revision 
I cuts six teachers from the junior high 
staff, while Floras', proposal would have 
retained them. Three of the staff cut- 
backs would be in foreign language, 
'which would be eliminated: • 


"My concern is with the total district. I 


don't feel the school board is out to get 
me or anybody," said Hall. "I wish the 
board had been kinder to Lincoln be- 
cause I don't see how we could operate a 
program with six fewer teachers. But I 
wouldn't ask them to strengthen the ju- 
nior high at the expense of the six other 
schools in the district." 


Hall said if the referendum fails, he 


hopes the board would come up with 
"some way to solve" the problem at Lin- 
coln. "Right now, the only way is to go 
out and pass that referendum," he said. 


Teacher David Metzler asked Sahlberg 


"how far" he would go in making staff 
cuts next year if finances are short and 
the board requests cutbacks. 


"IF'I HAVE AN opinion on a subject,

"We want to make sure we get the

en the ECC permission to arrange for the 
study of the local landfill. According to 
ECC Chief Ed Kokkclenbcrg, the study 
will cost about $4,000. 


"THE PROPOSED study does not in- 


fer that the landfill has been operated 
poorly," Patun said. "We just want to 
see if any new techniques are avail- 
able.

The Arlington Park Towers Hotel has 


come up with u new way to rock yourself 
to sleep and have a good time doing it. 


The 13-story luxury hotel recently in- 


stalled queen-sized waterbeds in two of 
its rooms as a promotional experiment 
and Towers Motel Mgr. Lyle Schapler 
says the gimmick has been so successful 
he may order more waterbeds. 


The beds are the product of Pacific 


Waterbeds Inc. of Chicago and are avail- 
able to hotel guests without additional 
charge. 


Their "queen size" works out to about 


200 gallons of water and a dash of chlo- 
rine to stiffle algae growth 


The beds, essentially water-filled rafts 


on a wood frame, have not caused any 
problems, according to Schapler, and 


have beer a source of amusement to a 
number of guests. 


"We fill them in the rooms by hooking 


up a garden house to the shower," Scha- 
pler said pointing to a small valve in the 
bottom left-hand corner of the water 
mattress. 
x "Then, a few days after you've filled 
it,' you have to open the valve to let 
trapped air escape," he said. 


Each waterbed comet, complete with a 


small patching kit — just in case. But so 
far the hotel's maintenance crews have 
not had to face the mini-deluge a rup- 
tured waterbed could cause. 


"Even if the mattress sprung a leak, 


almost all the water would be contained 
in the wood bed frame," Schapler said 


Another popular feature of the water- 


beds is a small thermostatically-con- 


trolled heater that keeps the mattress 
warm and comfortable all night long.

Gill applied for the per- 
mission after receiving the latest infor- 
mation on retroactive pay from the Cook 
County Educational Office, 


According to the office the latest in-

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Jr. College Board Now 
Rejects Site For Campus 


by V1CKI HAMENDE 


The Illinois Junior College Board Fri- 


day voted unanimously to withdraw its 
earlier approval of a IB-acre site adja- 
cent to Maryhill Cemetery in Niles for 
Oakton Community College's permanent 
campus, citing community opposition as 
its reason. 


The action, taken at the state board's 


monthly meeting at Shawnee College in 
Ullin, 111., leaves Oakton officials hang- 
ing in the middle of a condemnation suit 
against the Chicago Catholic Archdiocese 
to purchase the site and plans for a 
March 4 referendum to raise local funds 
for the proposed campus. 


The action by the junior college board, 


which must approve all campus sites, 
cuts off about J17 million in state aid 
Oakton had hoped to receive for the 
Maryhill campus and forces the college 
to seek another site. 


State board member James Sanders, 


who made the motion to withdraw the 
approval, which was granted by a vote of 
six. to two at the state board's November 
meeting, said Saturday, "the reason we 
changed our minds is because the picture 
of archdiocesan and public opposition to 
condemning the cemetery site was not as 
painted to us by the Oakton board." 


Sanders said the Oakton board "under- 


estimated its opposition and therefore 
"misinformed" the state board. In the 
best interests of the community and the 
needs of its students, he said, the state 
board "had no choice" but to "force" 
Oakton to find another site, rather than 
"tear up the community." 


Oakton Pres. William Koehnline, who 


said Saturday he has not yet received 
official word from the state board of its 
decision, said Oakton's board of trustees 
will make no official response until after 


they have met in executive session at to- 
morrow night's board meeting. 


KOEHNLINE SAID he did not know, 


whether the board's site committee will 
immediately begin considering alternate 
sites or whether the March 4 referendum 
will be postponed. 
' 


"All of these things will be discussed 


Tuesday night. I am reasonably con- 
fident that the board will have to have an 
executive session and will-also have to 
take public action. They can't wait until 


• our next meeting because it will be held 


March 7, after the date we had picked 
for the referendum," Koehnline said. 


"Just as a layman, I would guess that 


if we can possibly do so, we will carry on 
with the referendum. Hopefully the many 
people who said they were in favor of a 
permanent campus but not in favor of 
condemning the Maryhill land will now 
rally to support us," he added. 


Sherwood Now Backs Housing Need Study 


In an apparent reversal of his previous 


stands, Des Plaines Aid. Robert Sher- 
wood (2nd) said Friday he favors allow- 
ing a study of low and moderate-income 
housing by the new special housing com- 
mission. 


Aid. Sherwood, who led the defeat last 


week of an amendment that instructed 
the commission to make a low-income 
housing study, said he will appear before 
commission members to tell them that 
the city council did not really mean to 
forbid such a study. 


Sherwood's statement came after a 


U.S. Dept. of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD) aide last week told the 
Herald that HUD will not look favorable 
on any more requests for funds from Des 
Plaines unless the city makes an effort 
to meet the housing needs of low-income 
families. 


The HUD policy will not affect the 125- 


unit apartment building for the low-in- 
come elderly, which has already been 


given federal approval, but apparently 
will prevent use of HUD funds for any 
additional senior citizens housing here, 


Sherwood told the Herald in an inter- 


view that he had only sought to defeat 
the amendment because it used the 
words "low and moderate-income hous- 
ing." 


He said he was "afraid that if we in- 


cluded the wording the commission 
would be deluged with proposals" from 
pro-housing groups and the panel would 
not be able to carry out its other as- 
signed duties. 


AFTER DEFEATING the amendment 


to allow the study by a 10 to 4 vote, the 
council backed Sherwood and voted to in- 
struct the commission only to study city 
substandard housing, possible senior citi- 
zens housing states, and the need for a 
city housing authority. 


The commission may study low and 


moderate-income housing, Sherwood said 
Friday, as a way of solving substandard

The problems that come across Mike 


Clark's desk every day include labor re-

But Clark is not a corporate executive 


or government bureaucrat. He's a cop, a 
lieutenant in the Des Plaines Police De- 
partment.

Since 1968, the 36-year-old Clark has

Japanese bombing of Pearl Harbor. 
While Clark's father, now a-retired naval 
officer, was in command of a ship during 
World War II, the family moved around 
the country, finally settling 
in Des 


Plaines in 1945. 


The same year he became a cop, Clark 


started night school at Loyola Univer- 
sity. Now, he's only four courses away 


from graduation with a bachelor of arts 
degree in political science. 


He holds a professional certificate in 


police science from the University of Illi- 
nois Circle — the result of two years of 
study — and has been enrolled in training 
and instruction programs at North- 
western University's Traffic Institute. 
He's also been both a student and in- 
structor at the Northwest Police Acade- 
my in Arlington Heights. 


THE TRAINING, as well as his police 


and military experience, have helped 
him in his staff position, Clark says. An 
intense man who might remind you of a 
military officer, Clark is also well-in- 
formed and articulate and likes to talk 
about the complex problems that face 
the suburbs and their police. 


"Our basic aim is to select high caliber 


people and train them well in order to 
receive the top notch outcome of a man's 
efforts," he explains. 


"Our men receive extensive training

Religion Today 
Miracle Of 'Conventionitis' 


by LESTER K1NSOLVING 


Kansas City, Mo. — There were many 


good and dedicated people here recently 
for a conference on the commendable 
purpose of ending the Vietnam war — 
some 600 Protestant, Catholic and Jewish 
religious leaders in what was entitled an 
"Ecumenical Witness." 


But the fact that they spent four days 


(and an estimated $100,000 in convention 
and 
travel costs) 
in 
what 
largely 


amounted to talking to themselves about 
what they already knew and believed, is 
part of the recurring miracle of "con- 
ventiom'tis." 


Since so many of those present were 


veteran demonstrators, the conference 
appeared to be impotent when it came to 
controlling three major disruptions by 
uninvited and unregistered demonstra- 
tors. 


The first disruption came early — dur- 


ing the opening worship service. The ser- 
vice was designed to feature one clergy- 
man blowing a trumpet, while another 
chanted: "0 come, 0 come." 


"I HAVE COME!" responded a woman 


on the platform — who had her two-year- 
old son sitting on her shoulder. 


Everyone thought she was a scheduled 


participant in this unusual service — 
even after she loudly denounced the Jews 
for rejecting Christ and the Catholics for 
"cannibalism" in their Mass. 


It was only after the unidentified wom- 


an began a graphic detailing of her un- 
usually bizarre sex life that anyone sus- 
pected that she was an unscheduled and 
deranged intruder. Even then, as pre- 
siding officer Edler Hawkins explained 
later, "we could only endure her. I cer- 
tainly didn't want to struggle with her." 


Another uninvited participant was New 


Rev. Lester 
Kinsolving 


Jersey's perennial demonstrator "Can- 
.nonball Carl" Mclntire, the far right 
wing "Victory-in-Vietnam" fundamental- 
ist radio preacher. After briefly picket- 
ing the front door of the Hotel Muehle- 
bach, he decided to come inside from the 
bitter cold and accept an invitation to 
rap with 100 seminarians, who appeared 
thoroughly amused by his fantastic 
prose. But Mclntire subsequently made 
the mistake of confronting Brazil's world 
famed Archbishop of Recife, Dom Helder 
Camara — whom he charged with being 
the "active leader of the leftist forces of 
Brazil." This gentle, diminutive, soft-spo- 
k'en 
and charismatic 
prelate 
met 


Mclntire headon — in so loving but dev- 
astating a series of answers that the 
"Apostle of Discord" slipped quietly out 
of the press room. 


THE CONFERENCE had invited at 


least one spokesman of another point of 
view: President Nixon, or his represen- 
tative, The chances of Nixon's address- 
ing this group of his severe critics 
seemed equivalent to the possibility of 
the president of a medical school ad- 


dressing a convention of anti-vivisection- 
ist chiropractors. 


The third disruption of the conference 


was provided by representatives of a 
group, called 
the Vietnam Veterans 


Against The War — who apparently be- 
lieve there is something intrinsically 
meritorious in growing excessive hair, 
wearing tawdry clothing and lacing their 
public haranges with profanity and smut. 


The leader of this hippie American Le- 


gion, black militant and dark-glasses-on- 
indoors All Hubbard of New York', stood 
beside presiding officer Hawkins (a pro- 
fessor at Princeton Seminary who helped 
arrange' the $10,000 Presbyterian gift to 
the Angela Davis Defense Fund) and re- 
duced him to a parliamentary shambles. 


Hawkins finally rescued himself by 


drafing as his replacement one of the 
most superb parliamentarians of the 20th 
century, the Presbyterial Church's fam- 
ed "incarnate iceberg," Atty. William P. 
Thompson. Thompson is an awesome 
person, one of whose fellow Presby- 
terians observes: "He never smiles — al- 
though on rare occasions he has been 
known to bare his teeth." 


END RESULT OF the conference was 


a five page statement — which is about 
four and one half pages longer than any- 
body (else) will read — and which con- 
tains the absurdity in which all churches 
and synagogues are called upon to open 
their pulpits once each month to the 
hairy and profane Viet-vets. 


After the first three hours of debating 


this weird resolution, Detroit's Catholic 
Auxiliary Bishop Thomas , Gumbleton, 
when asked to- comment upon the proce- 
dure, replied: 


"I think we wasted a hell of a lot of 


time."

"We have to start planning how to 


cope with problems that will develop 
with the advent of high-rises in the city. 
We'll have to determine types of traffic 
and crime problems that will develop," 
he says.

makes his concerns known.

"We have to attempt to influence the 


community that crime is serious in Des 
Plaines and the force needs the aid of 
the public," Clark says. 


"Many times people see something out 


of the ordinary but say to themselves, 
'Why call the police? It's up to us to find 
out why they feel that way," Clark says. 


Also/ according to him, "young people 


are serious and want to know why the 
police act the way they do. They deserve 
answers and we want to know what they 
ask them. Maybe we should be more 
honest with them."

1-5-2 record iu 1969 and had 2-5-1 
and 1-7 records in 1970 and 1971,

"I am disappointed to have to 


give up the head job because 
football has been very good and 
very rewarding to me," Carstens 
said. "I hope to stay in the foot- 
ball program in some capacity 
and would like to have the oppor- 
tunity to add my coaching expe- 
rience to the program." 


Carstens will remain as Maine 


West's head baseball coach. The 
Warriors have won 10 conference 
baseball championships 
in 11 


years under Carstens. Two of his 
baseball teams at Maine East 
won'state championships and he

Carstens was Maine East's 


varsity line coach under Olson 
for seven* years and served in the 
same capacity under Olson, who 
is Maine West's athletic director, 
for nine and a half years before 
taking over the head job.
